I. Claims 24-39, drawn to polynucleotides, vectors comprising said polynucleotides, host 
cells comprising said vectors and pharmaceutical compositions comprising said 
polynucleotides, classified in at least for example. Class 536, subclass 23.1. 

II. Claims 42-47, drawn to a method of raising an immune response to mycobacterium using 
nucleic acids, classified in at least for example Class 514, subclass 44. 

III. Claim 48, drawn to a method of enhancing the response of an animal to an 
antimycobacterial drug using nucleic acids, classified in at least for example Class 514, 
subclass 44. 

Sequence Election Requirement Applicable to All Groups 

In addition, each Group detailed above reads on patentably distinct SEQ ID Numbers. 
Each sequence is patentably distinct because the sequences are structurally unrelated sequences, 
and a further restriction is applied to each Group. Apphcant must fiirther elect a single SEQ ID 
NO. (See MPEP 803.04). 

Applicant is advised that examination will be restricted to only the elected SEQ ID NO. and 
should not to be construed as a species election. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other for the following reasons. 

Inventions I is related to Inventions II and II as product and process of use. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that 
product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the polynucleotides of Invention I can be used 
for the recombinant production of polynucleotides. 
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Inventions II and III are each separate and distinct from each other as they are drawn to 
differing methods having different steps, different goals and leading to differing results. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification and the necessity for non- 
coextensive literature and sequence searches, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

AppHcant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even thou^ the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143). 

A fully responsive reply will comprise the election of both a group, and a particular 
sequence to be examined.

are governed by 37 CFR 1.116; amendments submitted after allowance are govemed by 37 CFR 
1.312. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product claims and the 
rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process claims will be fiiUy 
examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. Thus, to be allowable, the rejoined 
claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 
103, and 1 12. Until an elected product claim is foimd allowable, an otherwise proper restriction 
requirement between product claims and process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn process 
claims that are not commensurate in scope with an allowed product claim will not be rejoined. 
See "Guidance on Treatment of Product and Process Claims in light of In re Ochiai, In re 
Brouwer and 35 U.S.C. § 103(b)," 1 184 O.G. 86 (March 26, 1996). Additionally, in order to 
retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the above policy, AppUcant is advised that the 
process claims should be amended during prosecution either to maintain dependency on the 
product claims or to otherwise include the limitations of the product claims.
